He gave a detailed account of two El Paso 
prospectors, named McGraw and Smith, 
who had run upon the Indians while in 
camp, and who immediately attacked the 
prospectors. The men feught bravely 
against them, but both were killed. Other 

reports to the effect that McGraw was cap- 
tured and died atthe stake, he states, have 
believers in El Paso. It is generall 
onan, however, that they were bo 
killed outright, and then scalped. The 
miners are arming themselves, and it is 
likely that a fight will occur at any 
moment.

THE: RAWROADS. 


Has the Santa Fe Purctiased the D. 
& KR. G. W? 

Thursday’s San Francisco Call says: 

‘The most fruitful subject for surmises 
and conjecture among railroad men at pres- 
ent is the ownership of. the Denver and Rio 
Grande Western. The Denver and Rio 
Grande system consists of two portions, one 
of them known as the Denver and Rio 
Grande proper, while the other is known as 
the Denver and Rio Grande Western. The 
latter line runs from Ogden to the boundary 
line of Utah Territory, a distance of about 
310 miles. It was built and is owned by 
Mr. Palmer, at one time president of the 
whole system. He was the man who con- 
ceived the plan of building the Denver and 
Rio Grande through the Rockies, constitut- 
ing it another transcontinental road and a 
rival of the Union Pacific. In 1883, how- 
ever, he was ousted from the presidency 
and since then has borne no love to that 
portion of the line in Colorado. It is said 
that he has — sold out his interest in 
the Denver and Rio Grande Western to the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, by whom 
it will be operated as a connection of the 
Colorado Midland, the road in course 


of construction from Colorado Springs 
Leadville. The ownership of 
this latter line was for a ood 


g 
many months an impenetrable railroad 
mystery. Both the Missouri Pacific and the 
Burlington were credited with. its proprie- 
torship. Later indications prove con- 
clusively that the Atchison Company is 
building the road with the design, it is now 
said, of connecting with the Denver and 
Rio Grande Western at the Utah line. This 
inference receives general credence in 
Ogden and Denver, and, if true, will un- 
doubtedly put quite a new complexion on 
the transcontinental situation. The Atchi- 
son Company could easily lay a third rail 
along the Denver and Rio Grande’s route 
froin the boundary line into Ogden in less 
than six months, and with the completion 
of the line from Niss City to Colorado 
Springs, now in course of construction, 
would have a cortinuous line from Ogden 
to Kansas City, St. Louis and Chicago, as 
well as the short route between Ogden and 
Denver. The completion of the road would 
virtually mean another transcontinental 
line, and another competitor in the freight 
business originating in California. The 
Atchison system would meet that of the 
Southern Pacific at Ogden, as well as at 
Mojave, Los Angeles and Deming, and 
would be in a position, in case of trouble, 
tobe a very dangerous antagonist to the 
California system. 

A BOSTON IDEA. ar 
Indications are now strong, says a Boston - 
dispatch, that Port Ballona will be the 
Pacific terminus of the Atchison system, 
rather than San Diego. Atchison people 
are now under contract to lay five miles of 
sidetrack at Ballona by July 10th. Ballona 
is — thirty minutes’ ride by rail from Los 
Angeles, and trains are running frequently 
between the two places.

CALIFORNIA WINES. 


A Plan to Ship Them to New York 
Via Cape Horn. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| George West, a prominent 
vintner just returned from the East, said to- 
day: “I believe California can find a mar- 
ket inthe East for every gallon of wine 
over three years old. It is surprising what 
a quantity of slop is sola there under the 
California labels. It may have a small 
blend of our genuine wine in it, but the 
people do not get the wine they should. 
When in New York I investigated the ad- 
visability of having a wine warehouse there. 
It would be an excellent plan, provided any 
good wine were sent. It seems to me that 
a shipload might be sent around Cape Horn. 
A good-sized vessel could carry 2500 tons, or 
500,000 gallons. The liquor would cost 
20 cents a gallon at one year old, and 
transportation, insurance,. interest, storage 
in New York for two years and other ex- 
penses, 10 cents per eee] more. The 
wine at three years should sell at 50 cents 
a gallon, Jeaving a clear ‘os of 20 
cents a gallon, or $100,000 in all.” 


- THE SALMON PACK. 


Indications That It Will Be Smal!— 
Prices Advancing. 

SAN Francisco, July 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The latest particulars of the 
salmon pack’on the Pacific Coast are that it 
will be very short. Up to July 1st the pack 
amounted to rather less than 200,000 cases, 
against a quarter of a million cases last year, 
but the heaviest run generally takes place 
in July, and this season, instead of increas- 
ing, it has decreased, and less boats are out 
after fish. There will not be one full cargo 
shipped from the Columbia River this 
season, whereas two full cargoes left in 
July, 1886. The result is that there have 
been very large transactions at an advance 
of 1213 cents per dozen since July Ist. All 
spot supplies have been secured on the 

acific Coast, Australia and Liverpool, with 
the exception of small holdings io the latter 
place. The Columbia River pack cannot 
exceed 400,000 cases, and is now held at 
$1.50 in San Francisco. Every possible en- 
deavor, it is claimed, will be made to pre- 
vent the packing of fall fish under spurious 
labels and also the ‘‘do over” ot old packs. 
It is said that a carload of spot fish is not 
now obtainable at any price. 


THE GRAPE CROP. 


Much Cartailed. 

SAN Francisco, July 15.— [Special.] 
Twenty answers have been received by 
Secretary Clarence Wetmore in response to 
a circular issued last week, asking about the 
condition of the grape crop throughout the 
State. Reports from most places indicate 
that this year’s vintage will be only two- 
thirds of that of 1886. Only two places— 
Fresno and Mission San José—report an 
increase. This is owing to many new vine- 
yards coming into bearing in those places. 
Napa county will produce only from 60 to 
70 per cent. of last year’s yield. Sonoma 
will have a two-thirds crop. In Fresno in- 
dications are that the increase will amount 
to 30 per cent. in wines, while the raisin 
crop will be doubled. The white-wine 
varieties have suffered from couleur more 
than the red wines. The crop of white 
wine will be very short, especially Reisling. 
The product of wine for the year, as approx- 
imated from the reports received, will be 
from 15,000,000 to 17,000,000 gallons.

WAITING FOR RAILS. 


The Completion of Southern Pacific's 
Extension Delayed. 

SAN Francisco, July 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Because of lack of rails 
the line of the Southern Pacific from New- 
hall, that now is within a few miles of 
Santa Barbara, will not be into that place 
for two months at least. Secretary Danty, 
of the Pacific Improvement Company, said 
today that all projected extensions through 
the State cannot be built for the same rea- 
son. There is a great demand on the East- 
ern mills for rails, suggestive of remarkable 
activity in railroad building in all parts of 
the United States. The order of the Im- 
provement Company for material was 
sent in late to the manufacturers, 
for until within a comparatively short 
time it was not expected that so 
much would be needed.

SAN Francisco, July 15.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} In publishing a defense of 
himself against the charge that he permits 
free gambling in Chinatown, the Chief of 
Police presents various statistics interesting 
apart from the existing controversy. He says 
that during his term of office 12,000 arrests 
‘have been made for violating the gambling 
laws, 
Chinese. The records of the police show 
that $235,000 in fines and forfeitures were 
derived from said arrests. He said that 
shortly after he took charge of the police 
department the Chinese gamblers com- 
menced to fortify rooms by, erecting iron 
doors and walls so as to make it very diffi- 
cult for the police to enter while play is 
going on. In many places the rooms 
are provided with large stoves or furnaces, 
used in destroying the evidence of their 
guilt, which often proves successful on 
account of the long time it takes the officers 
to break in. 

The Chief says: ‘To satisfy myself of 
that difficulty I took charge of a raiding- 
squad one night and used a fourteen-pound 
sledge for half an hour before the door gave 
way.

Lonpox, July 15.—[By Cable and th 
Associated Press.| A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg, which has come by way of 
Gumbinven, in Eastern Russia, states that 
on July 10th a band of religious fanatics at- 
tempted to murder the wife of the Grand 
Duke Vladimir Constantinovitch, son of 
the Grand Duke Constantine, uncle of the 
Czar. The cause given for the attack was 
that the Grand Duchess is a Lutheran, and 
refused to modify the terms of her marriage 
covenant, which accord her the privileges 
of remaining a Lutheran, and would not 
join the Greek church. The fanatics were 
all arrested. 

The wife of Viadimir had been suspected 
of making proselytes, and this aroused the 
fanatics against her. It is stated that pre- 
vious to this attempt religious fanatics also 
tried to kill the Grand Duchess Elizabeth, 
wife of the Grand Duke Sergius. This lady 
is alsoa Protestant, being a daughter of the 
Grand Duke Louis IV. of Hesse.

THE TEACHERS. 


Some Interesting Papers Read at the 
Chicago Convention—Some Strong 
Resolutions Adopted — Elec- 
tion of Officers. 


By Telegraph to The Times. . 

Cuicaco, July 15.—[By the Associated 
Press.] At the National Educational Con- 
vention today the following officers were 
elected: Aaron Gove, Denver, president; 
James Y. Canfield, Kansas, secretary; Ed- 
win C. Hewitt, Illinois, treasurer. Among 
the vice-presidents is Fred T. Campbell, 
of California. Among the directors is Ira 
G. Hoitt, of California. - 

Gen. Francis A. Walker, president of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
read an essay on “The Place Manual Train- 
ing Should Occupy in a System of Public 
Schools, in Urban Communities and Large 
Towns.” The leading features of Gen. 
Walker's paper were as follows: 

GEN. WALKER’S PAPER. 

As we pass from rural districts and small 
villages to considerable towns and large 
cities, the need of manual training for our 
youth increases rapidly, while the difficulties 
of instituting and maintaining instruction 
in any one of the mechanic arts even more 
rapidly diminish. Inthe country the chil- 
dren of either sex find abundant oppor- 
tunities, both in their work and in their 

lay, for acquiring knowledge of mechan- 
cal operations and some skill in the use of 
tools, while all the conditions and surround- 
ings of their life tend to develop the per- 
ceptive powers, to create a habit of observa- 
tion, and to give exercise to the executive 
faculty. No part of this is as well done as 
it would be under systematic instruction 
and direction; but what is gained in this 
way is far better than nothing. In the city 
opportunities of this character are almost 
wholly wanting, and the time that should 
be given to developing this side of the 
child’s nature is either wasted in idleness 
and mischief or is devoted to an excess of 
grammatical, rhetorical and dialectical 
practice, or to cramming the mind with 
facts, names and dates beyond the power of 
mental digestion. 

On the other hand, the difficulties of pro- 
viding proper instruec:ion in the mechanic 
arts in small schools, widely scattered, sup- 
ported os comparatively poor comimunites, 
almost wholly disappear in large and well- 

ed schools, in compact communities en- 
oying the wealth and tax-paying power 
which is generated by commerce and manu- 
factures. It is, here, only a question 
whether this kind of instruction is realiy 
needed. Ff that be admitted, there will not 
long be a question of the means of main- 
taining it. And in the larger towns and 
cities it will be found that the cost of main- 
taining the very best instruction of this 
character will not be greatly in excess of 
the cost of supporting the simplest form of 
manual training in smaller communities, 
inasmuch as the initial charges for the more 
expensive plant will be divided, with a 
peewee organization of the service, among a 
arge number of scholars. The main ques- 
tion will here be as to obtaining the time 
requisite for thorough and extended prac- 
tice on this side of the public schools. It is 
believed that the time required can be ob- 
tained by the proper revision of the tradi- 
tional courses. Much of this will involve 
no loss at all. <A great part, at least, if not 
the whole, of the inevitable loss to the old- 
fashioned studies will be repaid by the 
greater interest of pupils and parents in 
school work, by the relaxation and rest ob- 
tained through the exercise of another set 
of faculties, and by the great gain expe- 
rienced in the study of geometry, ger 
and elementary mechanics, through such 
practice. 

SUPERINTENDENT NEWELL’S ESSAY. 

Superintendent M. A. Newell, of Balti- 
more, followed with a paper on “‘The Place 
Manual Training Should Occupy in a Sys- 
tem of Public Schools in Country Districts,”’ 

Whatever arguments, he said, are brought 
against industrial education in the city, 
apply with equal but no greater force in the 
country. The country school, as a means of 
moral and intellectual education, has the 
Saine purpose as the city school, but must 
pursue different methods. A school of five 

aces, with one teacher, cannot be taught 
n precisely the same way as a school of ten 
grades with ten teachers. Yet the same 
objects are accomplished in both cases. So 
with regard to hand-training. The methods 
of the city may not be applicable in the 
country, and yet similar results may be ob- 
tained. Any arguments, therefore, to show 
that there can be no industrial education in 
country schools because city methods 
cannot be transferred, are simply wasted. 
It is difficult to state precisely 
what can be done for the _ training 
of the hand in rural schools, because the 
conditions and circumstances of such 
schools differ so greatly, not only in differ- 
ent States, but in different districts of the 
same State. It may be stated, however,— 

1. The hand needs training and discipline 
as well as the head and heart. 1 do not say, 
‘‘as much as,’’ nor “as long as;”’ but simply 
in addition to. 

2. The use of the pencil and the pen for 
the purpose of = and drawing does 
not afford sufficient hand-training during 
the period of school lifé. 

3. We have recorded instances showing 
that effective hand-training has been given 
in common country schools. 

4, Wherever there is a high school 
should be an “annex” for hand-trainin 

5. Some form of hand-training may and 
should be introduced and encouraged in 
every rural school. : 

A Paper on “Manual Training in Scinools” 
by Miss L. A. Fay, of Springtieid, Mass., 
was also read. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 

The report of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, which was read and adopted, asks for

tendance at public schools of all persons of 
school age who are deficient in the rudi- 
ments of an Enylish education, and the 
fostering of the kindergarten system. ‘The 
following are the concluding resolutions: 
“We express our profound interest in the 
education of the Indians, heartily commend 
‘the spirit of liberality shown by Congress 
in the matter, and call especial attention to 
the important and encouraging results 
already achieved. We recommend to the

Pretty Healthy State —Small- 
pox Increasing Up North—Greater 
Caution Demanded. — 


ie State Board of Health has issued 
s report for June. The summary runs 
follows:

Consumption, as usval, fills a 1 
basure of our mortality list, 121 
taths being recorded from this cause 
iring the month, which, however, isa 
rge decrease from the preceding 
nth’s report. The apparent large 
ortality from consumption must 
tributed to the large immigration 
to this State of those whose lungs are 
hopelessly diseased as to render their 
ath certain soon after their advent to 
ese shores. Another factor, which 
st be considered as a contributor to 
@ frequency of consumption on this 
ast is the fact that consumptives rarely 
ke any precaution to limit the disease 
themselves. We find them crowd- 
g@ to our health resorts, and contami- 
ating with their sputa everything in 
eir vicinity. This, desiccated by the. 
mosphere, is carried with its infective 
acilli to the lungs of the cane & and 
ere, in those persons suscepti le to 
© poison, it rapidly develops into the 
bercular disease, which will, with 
pidity and certainty. add another 
ctim to the mortality list. Cuonsump- 
es should not be permitted to sleep

Pneumonia—The mortality from this 
sease shows a marked decrease from 
@month of May, there being only 
itty-eight deaths recorded from it; 
@weather during the month being 
vorable for all pulmonary complaints. 
Bronchitis—Thirteen deaths are at- 
ibuted to this disease; ten of these 
eurred in San Francisco, ouly three 
hroughout the State. 
epeestion of the lungs caused three 
baths. 
Diphtheria—The death rate from this 
sease continues about the same, there 
bing twenty-two deaths recorded this 
onth. Eleven deaths took place in 
an Francisco, three in Sacramento, 
Wo in Oakland, one each in Amador, 
os Angeles, Napa, Petaluma, Oro- 
lie and Eureka. 
Croup is credited with six deaths, 
hich is a small mortality, with 
iphtheria prevalent.

"PREVAILING DISEASES. 

From reports reeeived from nearly 
ne hundred localities we learn that 
ickness throughout the State was ex- 
sedingly limited during the month of 
une, and that no epidemic existed in 
ny of the localities heard from. We 
ind that the diseases most frequentl 
mentioned, as might have been antici- 
bated at this season of the year, were 
liarrhcea, dysentery and cholera in- 
antum. 

The warm weather which’ prevailed, 
ogether with the abundance of fresh 
ruits and vegetables, contributed in no 
small degree to the increase of these 
liseases. That high temperature hasa 
rreat influence in inducing looseness of 
he bowels, is generally conceded; still 
here are good reasons for believin 
hat a polluted atmosphere, and f 
fontaminated by absorbing the pollu- 
ions contained therein, are the direct 
auses. This is especially true of milk, 
which has a remarkable affinity for im- 
purities. It is well known, says Dr. 
ennedy, ‘that milk placed in a pantry 
br cellar with tainted meat, cheese or 
fecaying vegetables, will soon become 
30 deteriorated that no milk-drinking 
animal will touch it, except the human 
aby, that has no choice but to drink it 
pr sturve.”’ Death lurks in such food, 
and the fearful mortality among chil- 
ren amply demonstrates it. 

Perhaps it would not be amiss, dur- 
ing the summer season, te warn the 
public, though its medical advisers, 
hat poisoning by stale animal foods is 
of equent occurrence Pi warm 

yeather. It was discovered by Selmi 
some years since that decomposition of 
animal matter gives rise to avery vir- 

lent poison, the absorption of which 
into. the system may cause sponses 

leath. It remained, however, for M. 
jautier to discover that every living 
rganism is continually manufactur- 
ing alkaloid poisons, which he calls 
* Leucomaines,’ which, im normal 
health, are so smallin quantity and so 
eeeularly eliminated from the body, 
that no harm arises from their effects, 
but should this elimination be arrested, 
hindered or -delayed, tbe renewal of 
the tissues must be equally so, and 
thus self-peisoning take place from the 
accumulation of these poisonous alka- 
loids in the blood. Hence, he thinks, 
arises many of those infectious dis- 
eases, the origin of which we cannot 
trace.
